Hall,  one  of  the  new  life  peers,  "  your  status  depends 
on  how  much  violence  you  have  at  your  disposal." 
Sir  Stephen,  who  represents  the  third  generation  of  his 
family  to  have  made  careers  in  the  Navy,  was  the  sole 
survivor  of  a  gun  crew  blown  up  on  H.M.S.  Southampton 
at  the  Battle  of  Jutland  in  1917,  and  after  the  war  served 
in  naval  intelligence.  When  discussing  his  favourite 
topics,  national  defence  policy  and  Britain's  changing 
position  in  the  world,  Sir  Stephen  speaks  with  the  ex- 
perience of  a  professional.  Having  resigned  his  com- 
mission, he  started  in  1936  to  publish  his  own  comments 
on  current  affairs  in  the  King-Hall  News  Letters. 

In   August    1939   his   insistence   that   Britain   really 
meant  to  go  to  war  with  Germany  earned  him  the  distinc- 
tion of  a  2000-word  retort  from  Dr.  Goebbels  in  which  he 
was  accused  of  being  a  lackey  of  "  the  Downing  Street 
workshop,"  and  addressed  as  "  you  honest  old  British 
tar."   As  M.P.  for  Ormskirk  during  the  war  he  advocated 
a  campaign  of  national  austerity.     Though  an  M.P.  for 
only  four  years,  he  has  retained  a  keen  interest  jn  the 
working  of  parliament  as  founder,  and  for  a  long  time 
Chairman  of  the  Hansard  Society,  and  as  the  promoter 
of  a  scheme  for  closed-circuit  television  in  the  Houses  of 
Parliament  which  could  be  watched  by  the  public  in  a 
special  room.     His  scheme  is  being  presented  before  a 
select  committee  on  television  in  parliament. 

A  dedicated  believer  in  the  1930s  that  Nazi  force  must 
be  met  by  force,  Sir  Stephen  says  that  the  changed  world 
situation  has  made  conventional  thinking  on  matters  of 
defence  outmoded.  "  Nuclear  weapons  have  introduced 
a  new  dimension,  but  public  thinking  on  international 
security  is  still  extremely  conventional.
